WHITEHAVEN IRON MINES. 


The third annual ordinary meeting of shareholders was held, yes- 
terday, at the London Tavern,—The Earl of Devon in the chair. 

Mr. J. W. MARSHALL (the secretary) having read the notice con- 
vening the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I need hardly trouble you at 
any great length in introducing the proceedings of this meeting. 
The report has, I hope, reached every gentleman, not only those 
here present but also the other shareholders of the company. It is 
one in which the directors have desired to place fully and fairly before you the 
position of the company, and to enable every gentleman to judge for himself as to 
its present condition and future prospects. Those prospects, the directors venture 
to believe, are, on the whole, of a highly satisfactory character. It will be seen 
from the report that an increased quantity of the ore had been got out under the 
authority of the directors by the workmen during the last half-year; yet though 
there has been a rapid extension of the workings, and that there has been, conse- 
quently, greater expenditure in opening the mines, all the necessary expenditure, 
except that of the railway, which is a distinct matter, has been met out of the re 
venue, and that the result is that, though we have paid something like 300/. or 400/. 
more for labour than in the corresponding half of last year, we have a net profit of 
367/. 7s. 3d., and have increased the reserves from 86,125 to 100,000tons. It is quite 
true that, as the report states, owing to the contracts now unexpired, but having 
been made during the period of high prices, the returns from the sales of the ore 
during the last six months average, probably, higher than we can safely calculate 
upon their doing in the next half-year; but then we look to the advantage of the 
railway now in process of construction, which will materially diminish the cost of 
the transit, and thus tell against the very slightly reduced prices which we hope 
we shall get for our ore. The directors have also looked to the facility for the trans- 
mission of ore from the mines down to the Furness Railway as of great importance. 
Gentiemen are aware that there is a company constituted under a distinct Act of 
Parliament for the purpose of constituting a line of railway from the mines down 
to the junction with the Furness Railway. Though it is under a separate Act of 
Parliament, and the administration, therefore, is legally distinct, the directors of 
that railway are the same directors as those of the Whitehaven Mining Company ; 
and, therefore, the warm interest which we all feel, as promoters of the White- 
haven Mining Company, is felt in the pressing forward, as far as it rests with 
us, the works on the railway. The works on the railway are progressing very 
satisfactorily. The weather has been very favourable during this spring and sum- 
mer to tte construction of the works. Our contractor is working actively and 
zealously, and we have reason to hope that within a couple of mouths from this 
time our railway will be opened for at least two-thirds of the line between the 
mines and junction with the Furness Railway. I holdin my hand a report, dated 
yesterday, from the engineer as to the progress making upon this line, and it will 
be satisfactory, no doubt, to you that I should read that with the view of showing 
gentlemen, that things are working satisfactorily, and that this commanication, 
which will be of all-importance to us as diminishing the cost of trausmission, 
may be hoped to be completed about the time I state. This is from Mr. Page, 
the engineer, dated from his office August 6 :— 

««Gentlemen,—I beg leave to report for your information that I visited the works 
on the 21st, 22nd, and 23rd ult., and found very great progress had been made. 
At present the line is all but formed up to about 5 miles—that is, past the road 
leading to the King of Prussia, Those 5 miles are counted from the junction with 
the Furness Railway, and that would leave about 134 mile from there up to the 
mines. The King of Prussia is a public-house down there. Down to that point 
we shall for some time cart the ore, but that will be carting it only for 134 mile 
instead of 5 miles; so that on the completion of the railway it is calenlated that 
there will be a reduction in the cost of carting for these 5 miles of 5s. 6d. per ton. 
At present the line is all but formed up to about 5 miles—that is, past the road 
leading to the King of Prussia, where it is proposed to commence bringing the ore. 
The largest bridge, which is by the Ravenglass station, is complete, with the ex- 
ception of the superstructure and wall for the high-level tip portion. The public 
road bridge over the line is complete at Muncaster Mill, and all the culverts, cattle 
creeps, &c., have been constructed so far, with the exception of two or three—the 
few necessary accommodation bridges and public-road bridge over at Hollow 
Stones. Abouta mile of permanent way isin place. The navvies are now form- 
ing the approaches for the public road over the bridge leading to the King of 
Prussia, and cuttings and embankments right and left. They are also at work 
forming the road between—5 miles 41 chains and 5 miles 45 chains—and some are 
blasting rock at 6% miles, or within 7 furlongs about, of the termination of the line 
at Boot. Lt the weather continues favourable, I think in about two months the 
line will be nearly formed to Boot.—Gro. GorDON PAGr.” 
Well, gentlemen, I think, and hope, that that report, coupled with the statements 
which are contained in the report here, will convince you that everything is being 
done which can be done in order that by improving the communication between 
the mines and the sea to diminish very materially the cost of the transmission of 
the ore. There are appended to the report not merely maps, which show by the 
different sections which they give the progress made from time to time in the dif- 
ferent veins, but also a report from the local manager there, Captain Rosewarne, 
giving the detail, which has been supplemented in other reports, as to the amount 
of work carried on, You will observe that he says there, in the conclusion of his 
report, after giving the details of the work at Nab Gill and Ban Garth, ‘‘ we have 
also opened on a good lode,” not mentioned before in any of his former reports, 
“ behind the cottages named the Blaen Tarn.” He goes on to say—‘* We have here 
met with the ore ”—the same side of the hill on which the other works are found 
—** we have here met with the ore from the commencement of the level of good 
quality, the vein yielding 20 tons of ore per fathom, ata cost for driving of only 
3/, 10s. per fathom. I propose extending this level, and if the results prove as pro- 
mising as I have reason to believe they will be, the company will have another good 
mine here. By the extensions we have made during the six months our reserves 
of ore are now increased to about 100,000 tons. We have now 65 men employed on 
the mines. Immediately the railway is up, and we can get the ore away, I can 
find room for 38 more men, which I should place breaking ore alone—ten in Mid 
way Drift,six in No.1, six in No. 2, six in No. 3. six in No. 4, and four in Blaen Tarn 
This would enable me to keep the whole ot the present levels going, besides send- 
ing away 500 to 600 tons of ore per week.”

NEW QUEBRADA COMPANY. 

The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the City 
Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, yesterday, 

Mr. N. Learoyp in the chair. 

Mr. T. G. GILLESPIE (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the report of che directors was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, I have very little indeed to add 
to the report that has been addressed to you by the board, and to 
that which has accompanied it—the report of Mr. Forbes, our con- 
sulting engineer. I regret very much Mr, Forbes’s necessary absence 
from this meeting, as he is at present on the Continent. Gentlemen, 
I think we may fairly congratulate you and ourselves on the circum- 
stances under which we are met together. It is true we cannot yet 
report to you that ore is being brought down from the mines ani 
shipped to this country, but we can report that everything is in 
steady progress, that we are not at the present time merely in an 
attitude of waiting, but in an attitude of working. (Hear, hear.) 
The railway, which is shown you on this map, is being made as rapidly as pos 
sible. I find that we have rather understated than overstated the number of men 
who are now employed upon it, for, taking it in round numbers, there are about 
1000 natives at work on this railway. I may further state to you that the first 
section ‘of the line, extending for a distance of probably about 10 miles, is com 
pleted ; that the earthworks are also pretty nearly completed as far as Palma Sola ; 
that we have every reason to expect that as far as Quibra Vara the railway will be 
completed by the month of September; that by,the end of the year it will be com 
pleted to Palma Sola; and the contractors tell us that we may confidently ex pect 
that by the month of May next ore may be brought down from the min 6 over the 
whole length of railway, and that the line will be then ready for constant working. 
There are a few questions which are occupying the attention of both boards in r 
gard to the construction of the railway—especially with regard to its terminus. 
The contract with the Bolivar Railway Company provides for the Island of Purtt 
Brava, which is marked there beyond Tucacas—the contract provides for tii:t 
Island being the terminus of our railway, and for the construction of a pier or 
jetty ; but there are strong and weighty considerations suggested to us for mnakin.g 
Tucacas the the terminus and port of shipment. That subject is occupying tie 
anxious consideration of both boards, and we are now having the reports of en- 
gineers and of captains of ships upon that subject drawn up and laid before ts. 
Then with reference to the other terminus, the contract. provides that the ot her 
terminus of the line shall be close to the mine, and there has been some ques!) 
whether it is the best terminus for the convenient working of the mines. « "1 
mining superintendent, Mr. Richardson, and other ae of whose ser\ ‘ces 
we have availed ourselves, are examining and considering that question, andl re 
porting to us upon it. We may say now that four-fifths of the materials for the con 
struction of the railway have already been sent out and paid for—(hear, hear)—tho 
paying for them is not very material for our purposes, for that is the business of 
the Bolivar Railway Company; but there is the fact, nevertheless, that the con- 
tractors have sent out four-fifths of all the materials, and there is no reason whiut- 
ever to doubtthat it will be completed in the time mentioned in ouroriginal contract. 
Our contract provided for its completion within 3 years of the date of the agree 
ment, and the agreement was dated March, 1873; the contract between the Bo- 
livar Railway Company and the contractors provides for the completion within 
more limited period, and, as I said, the contractors have waited upon us, and given 
us their assurance that we may be satistied the line will be completed sufficient for 
the transport of ore uy the month of May next. 8o much forthe railway, and now 
as tothe mines. Here I can scarcely say more than that all the reports we have 
received from Mr, Richardson confirm the anticipations we have always held im re 
ference to the capacity of this mining property. (Hear, hear.) Mr, Richardson we 
have found to be a man of sound judgment, of perseverance, and of strict integrity, 
and we feel that we have been very happy indeed in the choice of such a men for 
the conduct of our operations. Under those circumstances we have been anxious 
tosustain him by giving him all the assistance he requires, and by providing, 24 
far as the circumstances of the country will permit, for his necessary comforts. We 
have sent out to him recently another medeal officer in the plaice of our former 
doctor, who by reason of domestic affliction returned to this country ; and we have 
also sent out to him a very able purser and book keeper, and now we know that 
he has on the mine, in addition to the German staff he took with him, and those we 
have sent out to him, upwards of 100 native workmen in the mines themselves. 
There appears to be a little discrepancy between our report, the report of the direc 
tors, and the report of Mr. Forbes as to the abundance of labour; we say that lu 
bour is abundant. Mr. Forbes speaks of some difficulty as to the supply of native 
labour, but the discrepancy is rather apparent than real. The fact is that native 
labour is very abundant, but the contractors for tue railway, who are bound to 
complete it within a specified time, have been offering and paying for labour, with 
the view of enabling them to carry out their contract, higher than it serves th 
purposes of this company to give, and the result has been to drain men from 
the mines ontotherailway works. Itisobviousthat we, whohaveto work therelong 
after the railway is completed shall best consult our own interests by not encourag 
ing the payment of a high rate of wages, whereas the railway contractors can 
afford to give a higher rate of wages than this company, from the fact that by so 
doing they secure the means of enabling them to carry out their contract. With 
reference to the actual state of the mines it is obvious to you that we cannot know 
more about it than the information furnished to us by the mining superintendent. 
Our anxiety has been to give you all we know. We placed in Mr. Forbes’s han‘ts 
all the letters we had received from Mr. Richardson, and we requested thet he 
would summarise them, and embody in a report to us the substance of all those 
letters. That is done by the report which is now in your hands. [ may, however, 
mention that since Mr. Forbes wrote that report, and since it was sent out to you, 
we have received a further communication from Mr. Richardson, in all respects 
satisfactory, and corroborative of ail he had said previously; and since then wo 
have had another telegram, which we thought it desirable to give you through the 
medium of the public journals, which confirms the anticipation of his as to thie 
direction in which he ought to go. If you will just look at Mr. Forbes's report, 
which you have in your hands, you will see that the concluding lines of it res! 
thus :— In the Ruhy Saloon he (Mr. Richardson) reports a considerable portion 
of the lode as standing, which can be stoped out as soon as the ventilation ant 
means of access to the Santa Catalina level are improved, Theaverage of six sam 
ples taken from the lode was 41 per cent. copper; the poorest ore contained 29:2, 
and the richest 49°84 per cent.” That was an extract;from Mr. Richardson’s letter ;

to doubt its genuineness and authenticity. Well, gentlemen, we, therefore, an 


| ticipate that we shall have no reason to regret—that you will have no reason to 


regret your investment in this property, and that, ultimately~and that I ho, 
before very ao you will be repaid for your patient waiting, In antloipation o? 
this state of things —in anticipation of the completion of the raliway—the board i+ 
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directing its attention to the clearance and development of the property. Wehave 
a large extent of land, chiefly, a8 you know, forest land, but we believe that it is 
capable of very great development, and that its resources are beyond any anticipa- 
tions we have hitherto held of them. In order to effect this object—the develop- 
ment of the property—we have first of all endeavoured to prevent the growth of 
the practice of squatting on our property. Naturally, as you would expect, we 
find a very great number of squatters on the estate, and as the railway works pro- 
gress, and especially as the time comes for the opening and working the railway, 
we may expect that squatting will very materially increase unless checked by our 
interference. We have done all we could to check its advance by insisting upon 
the payment of rent by the squatters, and by insisting upon their being placed 
under contracts which shall determine the extent of their holdings; and we have 
asked the aid of Government, in order to enable us to enforce our rights as against 
these squatters, and Iam glad to tell you that, not only with reference to this 
point, but to others also, the aid of Government has been readily and freely ac- 
corded to us. (Cheers.) Then, gentlemen, we have also found it necessary to pro- 
vide a supply of water for Tucacas—we, I say, though this has, perhaps, been 
rather the work of the Bolivar Company than of the Quebrada Company, because, 
I may tell you, though this work is being done, though contracts are being entered 
into fort the supply of water, we have hitherto kept aloof from any pecuniary 
obligations with reference to it. We may expect that Tucacas will be chiefly oc- 
cupied by the employees of the Bolivar Railway Company, and though we shall 
hentfit, and benefit, I think,tin a great degree from the supply of water to that ter- 
minus of the line, yet we have left it in this position—the work shall be done by 
the Bolivar Railway Company, they leaving it to us—or, if necessary, to arbitra- 
tion—to determine what proportion of the cost of that supply of water we shall 
bear when we see the degree of benefit we shall derive from it. We have also 
reason to believe that not far from our estate, if not on it, there will be found a 
supply of coal. Representations were made to us that coal had certainly been 
found in an adjoining estate, and not many miles from the boundary of our pro- 
perty; and we thought it desirable that our mining superintendent, Mr. Richard- 
son, should be spared for a little time from the mines, and be requested to make 
an examination of that coal, and report to us astoits value, and also as to the pro 

bability of its extending into our property. Although the state of the weather— 
the rains —had prevented him from doing that, yet it has been done, The bed of 
coal has been examined and samples of the coal are now on their way to this 
country. Wehave reason to believe that coal will be found there suited to the pur- 
poses of our engines, or rather to those of the Bolivar Railway Company ; and it 
may prove to be, if it is also found on our estate, of immense value to us, wnether 
for the purposes of exportation or for the smelting of our ores. We have endea- 
voured to secure a constant and efficient supply of information to us from the 
mines ; we have endeavoured to establish weekly communication between the 
mines and Tueacas. As far, therefore, as the mails will admit of it, we shall have 
constant and regular information, (Hear, hear.) Now, gentlemen, there is nothing 
more, [ think, to say to you, except to tell you thatin our deliberations at the 
board there has been the mostcompleteand perfect harmony ; I believe a thoroughly 
united feeling on the part of the directors, and a determination that whatever we 
can do shall be done to realise the anticipations of our shareholders, and to reward 
them for their long and patient waiting. (Hear, hear.) I believe, gentlemen, that 
you will not be disappointed—at any rate, Iam quite sure that no effort on the 
part of the board will be wanting to secure to you that result. (Cheers.) I, there- 
fore, gentlemen, move the adoption of the report and of the balance-sheet. 

Mr. T. H. Hemming (deputy-chairman) seconded the resolution, and said, with 
regard to any imformation, he had nothing to add to what Mr. Learoyd had al 
ready told the shareholders, At the same time, he should be happy to answer any 
question any gentleman present might address to him. All he could say was, 
having, as many of the old shareholders knew, spoken in but one strain for years 
as to the value of this property—all he could say was that, since he had been let 
into the seerets of the company, he was more convinced than ever that the share 
holders were possessed of a very fine property; and, if it were not to use a term 
which in bygone times hat been somewhat discredited by reason of its frequent 
application, he might safely say the prize was very nearly within their reach. 

Mr. Kimper desired to take the liberty of asking Mr. Hemming, through the 
Chairman, whether, in his relations with the Government, he considered that in 
the future working of this line and the mines, they were likely to have harmonious 
relations with the Government? At the same time, he would take the opportunity 
of congratulating shareholders upon the extremely practical statement they had 
had from the Chairman, (Hear, hear.) He thought they might also congra- 
tulate themselves that however great the miseries of the past they had resulted in 
the successful development of their property. 

Mr. F. H. Ilemoina: Lam fortunately able, gentlemen, to answer that in the 
aflirmative, because it was only by the last mail that I had a very particular un 
official letter from the President himself, who said he was so fully sensible of the 
advantages that these companies (the New Quebrada and Bolivar) would confer 
upon the country, that [ may make my ‘elf and my co-directors assured that every- 
thing that was reasonable they (the Government) would be most willing to com- 
ply with. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER referred to the issue of 200,0007. of debentures by the Bolivar 

Company, and asked for some information as to the result of that issue ?——The 
CrHatrMaANn: LI quite agree with the hon. proprietor in thinking that the interests 
of the two companies are so closely intertwined that whatever affects the interests 
of one company must necessarily affect the interests of the other. With reference 
to that question of the issue of debenture by the Bolivar Company, I may say that 
we had no communication from the Bolivar Company, and we do not know to what 
extent that issue has been taken up. But this, gentlemen, I may say, the Bolivar 
Company is under a contract with us to make our railway; the Bolivar Company 
has already invested an enormous sum of money in the making of the company, 
something like 200,000/,, and we may take it as absolutely certain that the railway 
will be made, We are only interested in their business so far as may affect that 
question, 
: Mr. WARD said he was so extremely gratified, and he had no doubt that the ge- 
neral body of shareholders shared that feeling, with the temperate tone of thoir 
meeting that day, that he was almost afraid to broach a subject that might pos 
sibly disturb that harmony, but he desired to call attention to the reference made 
at the last meeting to certain lawsuits that were then pending, not only av regarded 
Col. Strange, but also as regarded other old engagements, and to ask if there was 
eanuse for apprehension in regard to any of them? He mentioned this matter with 
the view of putting a stop to the circulation of all sorts of adverse reports, for he 
felt confident that the Chairman would be able to afford the meeting a satisfactory 
answer, Then there was a second question he desired to put, and that was with 
reference to a paragraph in Mr, Forbes’s report, to the effect that Mr. Richardson 
had been greatly disappointed in finding the heaps of ore already broken and left 
behind by the former workers were poor. Such a statement as that appeared as a 
atrange contradiction of the remarks of the Chairman and language of the report 
of the directors, which led the shareholders to believe that the ore was very valu- 
able; doubtless the Chairman would be able to clear up that apparent contradic- 
tion. He would not sit down without expressing his gratification with the able 
statement made by the Chairman that day, and the harmonious spirit that per 
vaded the proceedings, (ILear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN: Lam very glad indeed that any question should be asked which 
would prevent the currency of adverse rumours. We feel it our duty while on the 
one hand we are careful to say nothing that experience will not realise, so on the 
other hand to prevent the spreading of rumours that would be unfair to you and 
unfair tous. Now, the first question asked by Mr. Ward has reference to what 
took place at the last meeting in reference to Col. Strange. And let me here say, 
by way of parenthesis, that we eame to this meeting determined that, so far as 
we were concerned, there should be no unpleasant allusions to the past, that we 
would regard the affairs of our board as a tabula rasa, that we would give no re- 
surrection to roots of bitterness ;"” and I think you will give us credit for having 
faithfully and honourably adhered to that resolution. (Cheers.) At the same time, 
Tam very glad that Mr. Ward has thought fit to make the reference which he has 
done; and I shall have pleasure in affording him an answer. Now, first, in refer- 
ence to the circumstances which at the last meeting appeared likely to give rise 
éo litigation, I am glad to tell you that they have entirely passed by—they have 
riven yise to no litigation at all. (Hear, hear.) Colonel Strange acted in a wise and 
Coesming manner, and after the last meeting he resigned his seat at the board, and 
the vacancy caused by his retirement in the chairmanship of the company has 
been supplied by my election to that position; while the vacancy in the board has 
been filled up by the election of Mr. Hemming. We have been anxious to have 
everything which could trouble the board or the company, or which could justify 
or afford a pretext for injurious reports as to the company, entirely swept away, 
and Lam glad to tell you that at this moment every possible vestige of litigation, 
except one matter, to which [ will refer in a moment, is entirely swept by; we 
have nothing whatever pending which can in any manner affect the interests or 
finances of the company, beyond the suit to which reference has been made again 
and again, and to which Tam bound to refer in making such a general declara- 
tion as this—a claim by the old contractors, Messrs. Carr, Simmons, and Co., who 
consider they ave entitled to some damages on account of a breach of contract by 
the old board, We have gone into the matter very carefully, and taken high legal 
opinion upon the question, and we have been advised very confidently indeed that 
their claim cannot be sustained at all, and we regard it without apprehension. 
Ciftear, hear.) We have agreed to a sort of compromise for the purpose of bringing 
the matter to a speedy settlement, and a suggestion of that nature is now being 
considered by thezrepresentatives of the plaintiffs in that suit. But with the ex- 
eeption of that, to which no [mportance is attached, there is no kind of litigation 
in which the board is engaged. (Hear, hear.) 

A SHAREHOLDER: What is the amount claimed by Messrs. Carr, Simmons, 
and Ca. 

he Cuataman: Wedo not know what is the amount claimed. Now, as to 
the paragraph referred to by Mr. Ward, it admits, I think, of a very easy expla- 
nation. On the very eve of our last meeting—I think on the day before our board 
meeting —a letter arrived from Mr. Richardson, with reference to which, imme 
diately after the meeting, adverse rumours were circulated stating that Mr. Richard- 
son had expressed his great disappointment in the quality of the ore and the re- 
sult of his assays, and that letter has reference to what this first paragragh refers 
to. This, I may point out to you, refers only to the heaps of ore left by the old 
workers of the mine, and which being mere refuse was not thought sufficiently 
valuable to be brought down on donkey's backs to the sea coast. 

A SUAREHOLDER: Are they all Europeans or natives on the railway ? 

The CHAIRMAN: There are 15 European superintendents and inspectors, but 
with that exception they are natives. And so also with reference to the mine. 
Our superintendent, Mr. Richardson, took out with him a number of Germans, 
and we have since sent out a medical officer and a purser, but with this exception 
the mines are being worked by natives, The purser is a man of considerable ex- 
perience, and our desire was to find a man that while performing the ordinary 
duties of purser and bookkeper should be abje should the nesessity arise to fulfil 
the duties usually discharged by Mr. Richardson, so that in the event of his illness 
the mines should not be stopped. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Kimeer: Have the board made any calculations as to the percentage of ore 
that would pay, having regard to what we should have to pay the Bolivar Com- 
pany, and having regard to the market price here ?>——The CHAIRMAN; Of course, 
very much depends upon whether we should smelt the ore there at the mines or 
not.

Mr. J. THOMPSON (director) desired to interpose a single word, for the purpose 
of testifying to the unanimity and hearty co-operation that existed among the 
members of the board.

The CHAIRMAN, in declaring the business of the meeting at an end, said it was 
probable that financial considerations might dictate to the board the advisability 
of calling another meeting before the expiration of the next half-year. 

Mr. KIMBER: The financial considerations are nothing unhappy I hope ? 

The CHAIRMAN replied that they were not, but said that it was perfectly obvious 
that the time would come when they mnst raise money for the working of the 
mines. Their object at present was to have as much ore ready for transport as 
was possible. 

Mr. Warp had much pleasurein proposing a cordial vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man and directors of the company.——Mr. Lewis seconded the proposition, and 
expressed the hope that the anticipations of the directors would be speedily realised. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Zhe CHAIRMAN: Lam sure, gentlemen, we are very much obliged to you for 
this expression of your confidence. I will venture tosay that no board of directors 
of which I have knowledge attends more assiduously to its duties than the board 
of this company. (Hear, hear.) ——The proceedings then terminated. 








FLAGSTAFF SILVER MINING COMPANY OF UTAH. 


In accordance with a requisition, signed by 350 members of the 
company, a meeting was held at the Cannon-street Hotel yesterday, 
Mr. T. T. Tween in the chair, 

“For the purpose and with the object of receiving a report from a 
committee appointed at a meeting of the shareholders on the 13th 
inst., to confer with Mr. Erwin Davis upon all matters in difference 
between him and the company, and of agreeing to, or dissenting from, 
certain proposed arrangements, in writing, between Mr. Erwin Davis 
and the said committee, and to pass such a resolution, or resolutions, 
with reference to the said proposed arrangements, or carrying out the 
same, Or arising out of, or consequent upon, or in relation to the same, 
as the said meeting may think proper or expedient.”’ 

The notice calling the meeting was read by Mr. J. Renpatt Gore 
(the secretary), 

The CuatrMan said this was essentially the shareholders’ own meet- 
ing, and therefore it would behove him to make few or no remarks whatever 
respecting it, previously to entering upon matters of business. Since the last meet- 
ing the directors had elected Sir Leopold Heath to a seat at the board, in the place 
of Mr. White, who had resigned. Immediately after the last meeting the directors 
sent a copy of the following resolution, which was passed, to Mr. Davis, and also 
to Mr. Staples and General Chapin :—‘‘ That in consequence of the statements made 
by some of Mr. Davis’s friends at the meeting of the shareholders of the company, 
held on the Ist inst., and continued by adjournment to this day, that he had some 
offers of compromise to submit, resolved that he is hereby invited to communicate 
them to this board for consideration.’’ To that communication no answer had been 
received. It was now simply his duty to read the circulars which had been 
sent out, and also one or two letters which passed between the committee and the 
directors. He would first read the letter dated July 21, 1874, signed by Serjeant 
Sleigh, Mr. Riddell, and Mr, Geo, Stratton, the three members of the committee, 
in which they reported that they had proceeded to Paris, and discussed the mattera 
in difference between the company and Mr, Erwin Davis, and that Mr. Davis had 
agreed to certain terms and conditions of arrangement, subject to the approval of 
the shareholders, but Mr. Davis had made it an express condition that the directors 
should not hear what the terms were, except at the meeting of shareholders. (Several 
shareholders here interrupted the chairman, and said it was scarcely worth while 
oe a r the circulars and documents which had been sent round to the share- 

olders. 

‘The CHAIRMAN said under those circumstances they would consider them as read. 

Mr. Serjeant Stereum said he rose to put before the shareholders, on the part of 
his two colleagues on the committee and himself, the result of the negotiations which 
took place between the committee and Mr. Erwin Davis, whose name had been so 
often mentioned in connection with this company. He would refer to the peculiar 
circumstances under which they were that day met. On the Friday following the 
13th of July, his two friends on the committee and himself left London for Paris, 
to have a conference with Mr. Davis, with the view of arriving at something like an 
amicable arrangement with respect to matters, the continuance of which in a state 
of confusion was disastrous to this company. The committee had before them in- 
formation which justified them in believing that the Flagstaff Mine was a property 
of considerable value, and that if it ever ended (as too many enterprises had done) 
in ruin to the shareholders it could only be by reason of divided councils, which he 
hoped from to-day would no longer prevail. In fact, evidence as to the value of the 
property was given in the report of the present board of directors, dated the 2nd of 
April last, in which those gentlemen stated that, from infermation which they had 
received and investigations they had made, they believed the Flagstaff Mine con- 
tained very large quantities of ore, and that with proper care it could be made a 
good paying concern, Upon further investigation the committee found that in 
April in the present aged the mine owed, in round figures, a sum of about £54,000, 
but the produce of the mine had been such that, on the Ist of July in the present 
year, that amount of debt had been reduced from £54,000 toa sum of less than 
£3000; and they found, upon further investigation, that the whole amount of claim 
against the company upon Mr. Davis's part, and upon the part of the creditors in 
Utah, was of such a comparatively insignificant amount as to fortify them in the 
determination to effect a friendly arrangement, by which the company should no 
longer be distracted by threats of litigation, but be made a paying concern to the 
shareholders from henceforth. (Cheers.) The committee were aware that they had 
a most difficult matter to deal with; on the one hand there were claims made by 
Mr. Davis, which were repudiated by the directors on the ground that they were 
not legal claims, and on the other hand litigation was pending with the view to 
make Mr. Davis pay a sum of money to the company, instead of the company 
paying a sum ofmoney to him. The committee also found this to be the position of 
affairs with Mr. Davis—they found that Mr, Davis had a legally executed mortgage 
on the Utah property, and that he was the mortgagee in possession ; and it was in 
Mr. Davis’s power, by virtue of the mortgage be held, to sell the property to the 
highest bidder in Utah, and the shares would not be worth the paper they were 
written upon. The committee approached the matter as men of business; they 
considered that if litigation were entered upon it must be frustrated and probably 
fruitless, and even if successful at the end of a number of years of what benefit 
would it be to shareholders? (Hear.) Looking atthe matterin this light, he trusted, 
as men of business, the committee considered the best course to adopt was to en- 
deavour to make such terms with Mr. Davis as would conduce to the general 
interests of the shareholders at large. (Hear, hear.) The committee had an inter- 
view with Mr. Davis at Paris, and it was due to Mr. Davis to say that he met the 
committee in a frank, free, and courteous spirit, so soon as the committee assured 
him they did not represent the directors of the company, but that they represented 
the shareholders. What Mr. Davis said substantially was this: “Gentlemen, I 

have been treated by the directors of this company in a manner to which I will not 
submit; I have been characterized publiely and privately as a thief and as a 
swindler, and I will hold no communion with the present board of directors, 
but I will meet you as the representatives of the shareholders with cordiality; and 
let me tell you this,’ said Mr. Davis, “‘ whether Iam the character I have been 
depicted or not, if I make no amicable arrangement with you, I will work the mine 
until I have paid the debt off, and I will show the shareholders whether I am the 
character I have been represented, for when I have paid the debt off I will make 
them a present of the mine, (Ceeers.) Well, the committee entered into negotia- 
tions with Mr. Davis, and within half an hour after laying before Mr. Davis what 
they thought would be just and fair to the company, Mr. Davis consented 
freely to accept the terms which he would now read to the shareholders. The 
moment the conference was over the committee wrote to the directors in London, 
informing them that certain terms had been agreed upon with Mr. Davis, but that 
they were only to be laid before the shareholders, and not given to the directors 
previously; the committee also asked the directors to convene a meeting of the 
shareholders, in order that the terms might be laid before them. But the directors 
declined to convene a meeting unless the terms were first disclosed to them—(A 
voice: Quite proper) —thus imposing upon the committee the necessity of issuing 
a requisition to the shareholders in order that a meeting might be convened. That 
requisition was signed by 350 shareholders, representing thousands of shares, in 
compliance with which the directors were, of course, compelled to convene the 
present meeting. The directors sent out proxies twenty-four hours before the 
committee sent them out; but, notwithstanding this, out of 20,000 available votes 
the committee had received 16,000 ; but this number was reduced to 9000 by reason 
of there having been so many transfers of shares within the past three months, 

A Suarenotper: Let us hear what the terms are, 

Serjeant Steion said the following were the terms which had been agreed to by 
Mr, Davis in writing :—First, that the ore contracts shall be taken at the ascer- 
tained amount, inclusive of interest at 5 per cent. up to the Ist day of August, 
1874, of about £60,000; second, that the mode of payment of the said sum should 
be, at the election of the company, either by an immediate cash payment to the 
said Erwin Davis, or the said Erwin Davis shall be entitled to pay himself the 
said sum, with 5 per cent. interest out of the net profits of the mine; third, 
pending, and until the full payment to the said Mr. Davis of the said ascertained 
sum, one moiety of the net profits of the mine shall be paid over by the said Erwin 
Davis quarterly to the directors for the time being, in trust for the shareholders, 
the first payment to be made on the 15th day of September now next ensuing; 
fourth, that the company may appoint a person to inspect and report, from time 
to time, upon the condition of the mine; fifth, that the said Erwin Davis under- 
takes, as soon as the said ascertained sum shall be paid as aforesaid, that he will de- 
liver up possession of the mine to the Flagstaff Mining Company of Utah.

TECHNICAL EDUCATION—No, I. 
THE COLUMBIA COLLEGE SCHOOL OF MINEs, 


Considerable efforts have been made during the past few years, 
both in Great Britain and her colonies, and in America, to extend 
the facilities for acquiring sound technical education, with a view to 
render the successful development of the various national indus- 
tries more certain, and nowhere have those efforts been productive of 
such gratifying results as at the Columbia College School of Mines, in 
New York. Although the College authorities so recently established 
the department that the first graduate on the list—Mr. John Magnus 
Adams, A.M., E.M., of Ruby City, Idaho, the metallurgist to the 
Owyhee Silver Mining Company—only dates 1867, the School is 
already in a highly prosperous condition, no less than 171 students 
having been in attendance during the past session, whilst the class 
lists show that the number in the lower classes is greater than that 
in the higher, and that, too, not because there has been any falling 
off in the progress through the course, but from the increase of ac- 
cessions in the successive classes.

The majority of the graduates now occupy prominent 
positions in their professions, and the diploma of the School is 
everywhere accepted as evidence of competency as readily as that 
of the most celebrated of the old -estab'ished schools of continental 
Europe. 


That the Columbia College Sch ol of Mines should have so speedily 


secured so high a standing is not, however, surprising when the cir- 
cumstance of its establishment are considered. 
itself is one of the oldest and richest in America, and the executive 
does not hesitate to make any necessary expenditure for securing

the services of the most able professors obtainable, in order that the 


instruction to be had within its walls may be surpassed by none, the 
result being that many of the most valuable educational worksextant, 
connected with both literature and science, have been written by its 
past and presentofficers, The diploma of the Columbia College School 
of Surgery is recognised by the Royal College of Surgeons of Eng- 
land, whilst that of the School of Law entitles the holder to practice 
in any of the State Courts without complying with the conditions 
exacted from all others for admission to the bar; even the latest 
Act, that of 1871 (which authorises the Court of Appeals to make 
rules for the admission of law students to the bar) specially exempt- 
ing the graduates of Columbia College Law School from compliance 


with it. Under these circumstances the decision of the board of 


trustees to establish a School of Mines was received with great sa- 
tisfaction by the public generally, and the extent to which the bene- 
fit conferred in its establishment has been appreciated is shown by 
the large number of students who have sought instruction there. 


The teaching power of the School is very ample. The President 
(Dr. F. A. P. Barnard) has a high reputation as a man of science and 


a mathematician throughout the country, and the whole of the pro- 


fessors occupy the highest rank for the sciences they teach. The chair 
of geology and paleontology is ably filled by Dr. Newberry, the geo- 


logical portion ef his labours being to some extent lightened by Mr. 


Newton, the assistantin geology. Analytical and applied chemistry 
is taught by Dr. Chandler, who also acts as Dean of the Faculty, with 
the aid of four assistants (all full graduates), for analytical chemistry 
—Messrs. Julien, Waller, Bolton, and Cairns—and one Mr. Ricketts 
for assaying. The professorship of general chemistry is held by Dr. 
Joy, and that of mineralogy and metallurgy by Professor Thomas 
Egleston, both of whom are known even in England. Civil and 
mining engineering is entrusted to Prof. Vinton, a man of undoubted 
ability in his profession, who has also an assistant for civil engineer- 
ing. In addition to these, there are professors of mechanics, mathe- 
matics (with an assistant), and physics, assistants in drawing and 
in the astronomical observatory, and instructors in French and Ger- 
man, so that if the student did not obtain a full course of instruction 
it would certainly not be the fault of the board of trustees, more 
especially us good opportunity is afforded for the students to acquire 
a sound general education previously, by prohibiting the admission 
of students, even for the preparatory year, under the age of seven- 
teen, and providing that every candidate for admission must pass a 
satisfactory examination in arithmetic, including the metric system 
of weights, measures, and moneys; in algebra, the first five chapters 
of Davies’s “ Bourdon’s Algebra,” revised edition; and in geometry, 
on the first five books of Davies’s “‘ Legendre.” 

The next enquiry which naturally suggests itself is with regard to 
the cost at which so comprehensive a course of instruction is to be 
obtained, and upon turning to the list of fees it is found that $200 
(40/.) per annum, with very few extras, covers everything, and that 
even this $200 is foregone when the fees are the sole obstacle to the 
student attending the courses; of this more will be said presently. 
Candidates for admission to the “first year’s” course must be at least 
eighteen years of age, and must pass an examination such as will 
show that the preparatory year has been well spent, the exception 
being that graduates and students of colleges and schools of science 
who shall have completed so much of the course of study as shall 
be equivalent to the requirements for admission to the School of 
Mines may be admitted to the first year without examination, on 
presenting their diplomas or certificates of good standing and honour- 
able dismissal. 

The extras are made as easy as possible by authorising students 
to purchase apparatus of any of the dealers in the city, although to 
save inconvenience and expense to them, and secure a proper se- 
lection of them, the School undertakes, at considerable trouble and 
expense, to lend apparatus on certain conditions. The student de- 
posits $20 with the registrar, and is entitled to draw against it at 
the supply room any ordinary articles he may need; at the end of 
the session he is credited, less a deduction for wear and tear, with 
any articles he returns in good order and fit for re-issue, and charged 
for those injured or broken, No charge is made for ordinary che- 
micals, and the students are warned that much of the apparatus sold

West Seron,—*R. C. L.” writes as follows :—“ I see the time for 
the ordinary three-monthly meeting is again drawing near, and this unfortunate 
mine is still in trouble. The waters nearly overwhelm it, andif something is not 
done quickly the place whereon it stands will know it no more, Poor mine! it is 
indeed sick, and its doctors have done it as much harm as its disease. Nearly 
drowned, pressed down by heavy dues, its tin wasted, clogged with an incompe 
tent committee, and burdened with a debilitated management, its condition is in 
deed pitiable. The germs of life within it must be very powerful or long ago it 
must have succumbed to its heavy burden. It only remains for Mr. Basset to re 
fuse to help it, the agents to go on in the old way, and it must inevitably die with 
out hope of resurrection. The calamity may be avoided. A good mine like West 
Seton ought not to be allowed to stop. The agents should awake out of their stu 
pour, and work vigorously and wisely, and Capt. Josiah Thomas should see that 
they do. Mr. Basset should give up the dues for atime. The adventurers should 
not make the dinner the chief business of the meetings. The services of the oom 
mittee should be dispensed with. Capt, Thomas should have free power to do as 
he thinks fit, then there will be some chance for it. With the present promising 
future before us, no mine should be allowed to stop now, even if it is only half as 
good as West Seton. ’ 

CorRNISH MINE SHARE MARKET.—The most important features 
of the week have been the meetings at two of our leading mines—Carn Brea and 
Tincroft. At the former, rather to the astonishment and disappointment of some 
of the shareholders and the public, no dividend was declared, but a profit of 257/, 
was shown on the quarter’s working. Under these circumstances, we are bound 
to say that the course adopted was by far the best, and shareholders should try to 
bear their disappointment, knowing that at some future meeting they are sure to 
receive the benefit of the credit balance. It was generally believed that the mine 
was turning out very well indeed, and those who were buying up dividends with 
full confidence must be taken greatly by surprise. Tincroft dividend of 5s. per 
share must give general satisfaction, taking into consideration the dullness of the 
times. The following are the closing prices :—Carn Breas have been only slightly 
dealt in, and since the meeting very few transactions have been reported. Cargoll, 
2to 2%. Cook’s Kitchen fairly dealt in at 10% toll. A fair business has been 
done in Doleoaths at about 47 to 48. East Pool slightly enquired for, but not much 
business done—price about 9% to 10. Providence, 3% to 4%, quiet. Rosewall 
Hill, in the absence of business, remain at 5s. to 10s. South Carn Brea, 254 to 276; 
a little business has been done at these easier prices. South Caradon, called, 90 to 
95, South Condurrow, 3% to 4, quiet. South Crofty, nominally, 13 to 14. A fair 
business has been done in South Frances at 93% to 1034. Bt. Ives Consols, 9 to 10. 
but nothing doing. Tincrofts, previous to the meeting, were fairly dealt in at 
about 32 to 33, but since they have become rather weaker. and may be now ob- 
tained at slightly easier prices. At the meeting on Wednesday, after declaring a 
5s. dividend out of a profit shown on the quarter's working of 1690/., 200/. was 
added to the credit balance carried forward to the next account. West Bassets 
have not been in much demand, but are still called 91% to 10. — West Setons are 
nominally 20 to 2244. West Tolgus have been gradually declining after their re- 
cent ravid rise, and are rather flatter at 67 to 69, but scarcely any business has been 
done in them. Wheal Kitty (St. Agnes) very quiet at 7 to 74%. Wheal Uny, 2 
to 21%. West Frances rather quiet at 11 to 12.— West Briton. 


PEAT FurL.—The Duke of Sutherland has recently set up a peat 
factory at Torsinard, a station on the new railway between Helmsdale and Wick. 
A furnace has been constructed which, burning peat ina half dry state, affords heat 
to carbonise large quantities of the same, and to convert it into charcoal of fine 
quality. The manager of the works has some other ideas for the utilisation of peat, 
but until these are further developed it would be unwise to say anything more 
about them. The Highland Peat Fuel Company has hitherto been manufacturing 
the condensed peat fuel in a temporary manner, with portable machines and shed- 
ding; but as steam power is now placed large masticating machines will in future 
be used, and a great quantity of this excellent fuel will be turned out per day, to 
meet demands which the company have not yet been able to satisfy. 


TREATMENT OF ORES.—Mr. F. J. Kina, of Bishopsgate, has pa- 
tented some improvements in the treatment and separation of ores and mineral 
products. The essential points of this invention consist :—l. In subjecting the 
ores containing sulphur—such, for example, as iron pyrites—to the action of heat, 
so as to convert such sulphurets as may be capable of being so rendered into a 
magnetic condition, and being thus converted from a non-magnetic to a magnetic 
condition, or to such a condition as that they are rendered capable of being attracted 
by a magnet or magnets, and then separating the same by means of a& magneto 
separator.—2. Insubjecting ores or mineral products containing the higher oxides 
of iron, such, for example, as the sesqui oxide, to the action of heat, in conjunction 
with a reducing agent, so as to convert such oxides of iron into a magnetic condi- 
tion, and being thus converted from a non-magnetic to a magnetic condition, or to 
such a condition as that they are rendered capable of being attracted by a magnet 
or magnets, and then separating the same by means of a magneto separator.— 
3. The employment of a magneto separating machine, so constructed as that the 
magnetic power or influence may pass through an endless band or medium, and 
thus cause to separate the magnetic substances which may be deposited thereon 
when in contact with the magnets or conducting agent, and which band or medium 
having passed from the source of magnetic power shall possess no magnetic in- 
fluence, and thus the particles separated will fall and be deposited free from 
other constituents. 

Wuitr Lrap.—Messrs. B. C. MoLtoy, of the Temple, and D. G. 
FirzGERALD, of Brixton, have patented some improvements in the manufacture 
of white lead. The essential features of this invention consist in the production of 
what is known as white lead, carbonate of lead, or basic carbonate of lead, by 
effecting the decomposition of chloride and of oxychloride of lead by means of an 
earthy carbonate, or by means of an earthy carbonate in conjunction with an alka- 
line earth, or the hydrate of the same.

MINING NOTES. 


Sin,—Having just returned from a short visitto the West of Corn- 
wall, where I went over Wheal Grenville, New Rosewarne, New West 
Rosewarne, and Treleigh Wood, at the special request of some of the 
largest shareholders in each, I have thought that a few general notes 
(I have no time now to enter into details) may interest other share- 
holders with whom I have no means of communicating, except 
through the columns of the Mining Journal. Should they wish for 
further information, I shall be happy to furnish it.* 

When last I visited the mines and published my notes of them, in 
1872, tin was at 90/. per ton, and has since fallen 40/. per ton. New 
Rosewarne Mine since that visit has sold 118 tons, for 8995/.; and 
lad the price remained at 90/.would have made a profit last quarter 
instead of a small loss. It will be remembered that at Pool’s shaft 
tllere was an extraordinary discovery of tin, worth 200/. per fathom, 
und which caused such excitement thateven parties in Cornwall pur- 
chased shares at 127, each, This discovery was supposed to be ina 
very large lode, which became small and poor as it was driven west, 
both in the 46 and 58 fm, levels, and hence great disappointment 
ensued, though the mine has all along continued to make good re- 
turns. It is now ascertained that the very rich deposit referred to in 
the 46 was at the junction of two lodes, which diverged going west,

And as history generally 
repeats itself, I am not without hope myself that Cornwall will see 
better times ere long, 

At the end of 1872, when I sent you my Cornish Notes of different 
mines, I noticed that there were three or four very important things

ReMARKS.—The prospects of the harvest throughout the world 
are such that if they be realised an impetus will be’given to trade 
which may materially alter the present aspect of affairs in the com- 
mercial world. With an abundant supply of the great necessity of 
life comes a power of expenditure which otherwise would not exist, 
and which, while it is felt in every branch of commerce, is expe- 
rienced more decidedly, perhaps, in metals than in any other industry. In times 
of scarcity, or when trade generally is dull, the metal interest is almost the first to 
suffer, inasmuch as new works, upon the construction of almostallof which metals 
are more or less employed, whether in shipbuilding, railroads, factories, or other 
undertakings, are either crippled for want of means or are set aside altogether. 8So, 
when a period of plenty is about to dawn the demand for metals in one form or an- 
other is sure to arise, for it is impossible to carry out any extensive commercial 
project without an expenditure in metals, and to maintain any going concern 
without a periodical outlay in repairs. During the late season of dulness in trade 
mills have been lying idle and factories have been closed ; but so soon as these are 
brought once more into operation, or preparation is made for a renewal of work, it 
will be found that the demand for one kind of metal or another is sure to follow, 
and thus the impulse to the trade is at once experienced, and it grows by what it 
feeds on. The dulness of the metal trade has amounted in many parts of the world 
to absolute stagnation ; and, in proportion to the length of time this condition of 
affairs has continued, so will the reaction be when the busy time comes round 
again, On the 6th inst. the Bank rate was further advanced to 4 per cent., which 
may be taken as an indication of the speedy advent of that revival in trade which 
the ingathering of an abundant harvest among other causes it is hoped will 
inaugurate. P . 

CoppEer,—The market, which closed quiet at the end of last week, 
opened on Monday in much the same way. A limited business in 
Chili bars having been concluded at 76/. and 76/. 10s, cash, and 
771. three months prompt. On Tuesday upwards of 1100 tons of ore 
was disposed of at the Swansea ticketing, at an average price of 11% per unit, Cape 
ore realising lds. 10d. Wednesday's market was without animation; one or two 
small parcels are reported to have changed hands at previous prices. On Thursday 
the market was firm ; sellers were indisposed to do business except at full rates. 
To-day there is no change, but the tendency is to increased firmness. English 
tough is quoted at 83/.; best selected, 85/.; strong sheets, 91/.; 4 by 4, Indiasheets, 
90/.; yellow metal sheets and sheathing, 734d. to 8d. 

Inon.—As the season advances the retrograde movement so long 
in force in most branches of the iron trade isretarded. Indications 
of very general improvement in most of the iron producing and 
iron working centres are becoming more apparent, and more clearly 
defined, and are of such a character that they may be expected to 
last, and although as yet the increase in actual business is not very marked, and 
quotations have failed to be influenced thereby, yet the tone of the market is such 
that producers are everywhere preparing for the expected improvement which the 
autumn of the year is to bring with it. As regards pig-iron, the make is nearly all 
bought up for home consumption. The speculative element is reported to be re- 
duced to a very low ebb, and foreign shipment is proceeding but at a slow rate as 
compared with former years. The demand for iron for foundry purposes and for 
the forge is in increasingly active demand, and owing tothe lowness of stocks the 
scarcity is beginning to be felt. Preparations are being energetically carried on to 
restore to activity many of the blast-furnaces which during the late period of dul- 
ness have been put out. This step has been taken with a view to meeting the ex- 
pected autumn demand. In the North of England arrangements are being made 
for the expected influx of orders on home and foreign railway account, which are 
pretty sure to come in before the close of the year. New projects may be delayed, 
extensions may be postponed, but existing lines, whether at home or abroad, must 
be kept in substantial repair, and the outlay in effecting these urgent requirements, 
now that the railway system is so extensively developed throughout the world, is 
necessarily very great, and of itself affords a backbone to theestablishments devoted 
to the production of railway material. The current rates at which rails are being 
sold leave but a small margin of profit, but with the prospect of cheaper fuel and 
raw material, and some reduction of wages, there may be in the future a sufficient 
margin for profitable operation. The following are about the current quotations—

Taam Propursion—“ J. L.” (City).—The idea of propelling tram-cars by the use 
of coiled springs is not altogether new, but has not, we think, up to this time been 

ractically tested. We understand, however, that a tram-car is now being fitted 
fi London with spring propellers, the invention of a Frenchman, and that it 
will shortly be ready for making an experimental trip. The springs are coiled at 
each end of the journey, and it is estimated that “| will not require re cciling 
more than once in ten miles. The workmen engaged upon it are said to be very 
sanguine that it will prove a success, and there is no doubt that, if practicable, 
the invention will be largely adopted. The nature of the power necessitates con- 
tention with many difficulties, not the least of these arising from the fact that, 
the spring being coiled, the power decreases from the maximum to zero, 80 that 
there is the saine inconvenience as working with steam supplied from a boiler 
after the fire is extinguished. Let steam be got up to (say) 60 Ibs. pressure, ex- 
tinguish the boiler fire, and start the engine for a long job, with a full sized 
lethe—one will then be able to appreciate the advantages, or otherwise, of a con- 
staatly diminishing power. Spring propulsion is applicable in a watch, because 
the power is so enormously in excess of the work to be done that the surplus can 
be wasted upon the numerous arrangements for control and regulation.

Improvement or Harpours—“ W. M.” (Kensington).—Weare unable to inform 

ou who would be the proper authorities to apply to for a concession to improve 
Dieppe Harbour, but should suppose that the municipal authorites would be 
werless to grant the right to levy extra dues to provide interest on outlay. 
he Minister des Travaux Publics would probably give all information and as- 
sistance in his power; but we should think the concession would have to be 
froin Marshal MacMahon, in the name of the French Government. The im- 
provement of either Newhaven Harbour or Dieppe Harbour would give that 
route from London to Paris almost a monopoly of the traffic, as the present loss 
is through waiting for water on the bars. Sailing from Newhaven at the last 
moment that there is sufficient water on the bar to let the steamer over, it is 
useless to make the run quickly, as Dieppe can seldom be entered for seven or 
eight hours after, though there is no difficulty in making the passage in four 
hours. Were either harbour improved the departures could be arranged to suit 
the unimproved harbour, so that the passengers might always be shifted from 
one train to the other in less than 44% hours. We do not know whether Captain 
Julius Roberts has abandoned his project for improving Newhaven Harbour, 
nor do we recollect the soundings of either harbour; but charts only cost about 
9s. or 2s, 6d. each. 

Lieut-Drarr Vesseis—“ W. M.” (Kensington).—The best light-draft vessel yet 
designed is, we think, that of Mr. 8. J. Mackie, A.Inst.C.E., which is upon the 
eombined girder principle. It is understood that one of these larger than either 
of the boats at present on the stations could be built to run into Newhaven and 
Dieppe harbours at all states of the tide. The inventor is about applying the 

rinciple to a small vessel by way of experiment, and we shall report the result. 
Eaudenen will, doubtless, admire the Mackie boats, as they will prevent sea-sick- 
ness, through always covering two waves breadthwise and four waves lengthwise.

GOVERNMENT INSPECTION OF COLLIERIES, 


Whatever may have been the impression previously existing, there 
ean be no doubt that since the discussion raised in the House of 
Commons upon Mr. StpEBOTTOM’s motion it is thoroughly under- 
stood that the continued recurrence of largely destructive accidents 
in collieries—for most of the minor accidents resulting in one or two 
deaths must be regarded as unpreventible—is not the result of in- 
sufficiency of the law, nor of neglect on the part of the Inspectors, 
but of non-compliance with the Acts of Parliament by those engaged 
in the working and management of the collieries. How, then, can 
compliance with the law be more strictly enforced ? To assume that 
the control of every colliery in the land can be placed in the hands 
of Government officials, because those liable for infractions of an Act 
of Parliament for securing safe working fail to give attention to it, 
is much like assuming that, because there is a law against forgery, 
a Government official should be placed at the elbow of every man 
capable of writing; yet itappears that by applying more stringency 
in enforcing some few of the provisions of the Act great advantage 
might result. The 20th general rule requires that a competent person, 
or competent persons, who shall be appointed for tle purpose, shall 
once at least in every 24 hours examine the state of the external 
parts of the machinery ani the state of the head gear, working 
places, levels, planes, ropes, chains, and other works of the mine 
which are in actual use, and once at least in every week shall exa- 
mine the state of the shafts by which persons ascend or descend, 
and the guides or conductors therein, and shall make a true report 
of the result of such examination, and such report shall be recorded 
in a book to be kept at the mine for the purpose, and shall be signed 
by the person who made the same. 

Now, it is not difficult to see that the enforcing of safety in our 
collieries will be practicable or impracticable according to the manner 
in which this report is made. It has hitherto been considered, at 
most collieries, sufficient to have the examination made, and a note 
made in the book that all was right, attested by the signature of the 
man who made the examination ; the natural result being that when 
any official enquiry becomes necessary it is as nearly impossible to 
ascertain the truth as to the knowledge which existed of the pre- 
sence of danger as it was before the rule in question was enacted. 
The remedy is simple, The Home Secretary should direct the Go- 
vernment Inspector to proceed against the proper persons in every 
instance in which the 29th general rule is not complied with to the 
letter by the keeping of a report book showing for once at least in 
every 24 hours the state of the machinery and working places, &c., 
in such a way that no defect can have been detected without being 
recorded. A man will put his name in the signature column of a 
“workings examination diary” as & mere matter of course, unless 
he has noticed something from which he anticipates an immediate 
casualty, but the report may be required in such a form that (inas- 
much as the signing of it will create a piece of evidence which will 
exonerate or criminate the reporter if brought into Court upon it) 
he will be much more careful in signing. Each daily page of the 
report book should read somewhat in the subjoined form :—

en if no defect has been found. The reports having been recorded 
in some such form, there would be some thing tangible to act upon 
when an accident happened, and the responsibility could more easily 
be thrown upon the proper person. Nor could there be any diffi- 
culty in having the danger removed in case of any neglect on the 
part of those whose duty it is to remove it, for the 3lst general rule 
provides that the books mentioned in the section, or a copy thereof, 
shall be kept at the mine office, and may be examined, copied, or ex- 
tracted from by any Inspector, and by any person employed in the 
mine. Again, the 30th general rule authorises the men to appoint 
an Inspector to examine the mine once a month, although, as the in- 
spection is to be at their own cost, it would probably not be very 
generally made. But if strict compliance with the 29th general rule 
be enforced, the men’s independent inspection would scarcely be 
necessary since they could examine and copy from the owner's re- 
port book, and communicate the result to their chief representative 
in the district. 

Would either Mr, SrpEBotTrom or Mr, WILLIAM PICKARD under- 
take to say that if true daily reports in the form suggested had been 
kept at the Astley Pit, and the contents of them had been made 
known to, and acted upon by, Mr. PicKaRrD the present Act would 
have been insufficient to prevent the Dukinfield calamity? Probably 
not; yet unless they can can do so it is the Home Secretary and not 
the Legislature at fault in permitting carelessness in the working 
of collieries, and it will have to be acknowledged that the remedy 
is to a large extent in the hands of the colliers themselves. 





COLLIERY ACCIDENT FUNDS. 

At last the pressure put upon the gentlemen connected with the 
fund raised at the Mansion House for the relief of the sufferers by 
the Oaks Colliery explosion has had the effect of bringing the sur- 
plus to light. It appears that the letters which appeared in the 
papers, and the animadversions made upon some of the civic dig- 
nitaries, induced Mr, Deputy TayLor to bring the subject before 
the Court of Common Councila few days since. In almost identical 
language to that used by ourselves Mr. TAYLOR said “ the public, 
who always contributed largely on occasions of public calamity, had 
a fair right to expect an account of the way in which the money had 
been dispensed, as had the recipients.” Alderman Sir THos, GABRIEL 
then said that the money was raised during his mayoralty, and that 
after all demands had been paid a balance of at least 7000/. remained 
unabsorbed, and the committee had ordered the amount to be in- 
vested in the Bank of England in the name of himself and others. 

So far, in our opinion, everything appears satisfactory, excepting 
the disposal of the money in the Bank, which ought not to be left 
there whilst there are some scores of persons now destitute owing 
to a similar accident to that which led to the raising of the fund in 
the first instance. We have, therefore, called the attention of Sir 
T. GABRIEL to the case of the sufferers by the explosion which took 
place at the Morley Colliery, near Leeds, owing to which there are 
now 16 widows, 60 children, and 8 aged people in great distress. 
From a communication we have received from Mr. MACDONALD 
M.P., we are glad to find that his views with regard to the Morley 
people are the same as our own, and that he purposes doing all he 
can to aid them. He will, we believe, confer with Mr. MorLey, 
M.P., one of the trustees of the fund, on the subject. 

There is, therefore, every probability that the claims of the poor 
people we have on more than one occasion advocated will be duly 
considered, and lead to a grant being made. Mr. MACDONALD’S 
promise to aid in the good work is a guarantee of what may be ex- 
pected from his energy when the interests of the wives and families 
of those killed in a colliery are concerned. Sir T. GABRIEL, no 
doubt, will also feel pieased to find that a portion of the money 
raised during his mayoralty is so worthily appropriated in the relief 
of the suffering poor from another colliery calamity identical to 
what the fund was raised for. This we are led to believe from the 
statement made by the worthy alderman in his speech at the Council 
meeting, when he said, “ There, in the Bank of England, was the 
balance, and it was at the disposal of the trustees for any purpose 
akin to that for which it was originally collected.” We may say 
that we are disposed to coincide with the opinion expressed by Mr. 
Deputy TAYLOR, that it was desirable the Committee of Aldermen 
should enquire into any unabsorbed balances of funds raised for 
charitable purposes at the Mansion Ifuuse. Such information, we 
think, could not fail to be interesting, for there is every reason to 
believe that other balances, besides that of the Oaks, are now lying 
at the Bank of England, or some other bank. 








COMBINATIONS OF MINEOWNERS AND MINERS, 

Recent events in several of our mining districts show that the 
large employers of labour are now benefiting by what they have 
seen and felt of the power of combinations on the part of their work- 
men. They have found that in opposing the demands of those they 
employ, when made without any reasonable ground, especially with 
regard to the payment of a rate of wages such as the state of trade 
will not admit of, to be successful they must act in concert. This 
principle on the part of capitalists is now being carried out in 
several districts on a very extensive scale, as a purely defensive 
measure against the power of the Miners’ Associations, so that capital 
and labour in the future will meet on more equal terms than they 
formerly did. It has been the custom of the men when seeking for 
increased wages to strike against a few employersat a time, so that 
the wages of those at work went to the support of those who were 
on strike ; butif all the masters combined whose hands contributed 
to the support of those who struck the struggle would soon have 
been brought to a close. The employers having determined to 
adopt this policy, and to some extent carried it out, most decided 
reverses have resulted to several of the most powerful of the Miners’ 
Associations in their attempts to keep up wages in the face of declin- 
ing markets, and greatly reduced prices of coal. The association 
over which Mr. T, HALLipay presides, in attempting to keep up 
the wages of the miners in Staffordshire, spent upwards of 50,000/., 
and signally failed. The loss to the men could not have been less 
than 200,000/., whilst the masters no doubt also suffered. The lat- 
ter, however, by acting together, obtained nearly all they required, 
and proved that the Amalgamated Association, with more than 
100,000 members, was powerless against the combination of the 
capitalists, who were also the great employers of labour. Similar 
have been the results which have taken place in South Wales with 
regard to the reductions proposed by mineowners, and where the 
great power wielded by Mr. Hatirpay and his cunfreres not so very 
long since is fast declining, for the new Union which has been 
started in opposition to the Amalgamated is now making a good 
many lodges in Glamorganshire and Monmouthshire. If we go to 
almost the opposite end of the kingdom we find that the men, de- 
spite their Unions, after a short struggle have had to submit to a re- 
duction of wages. This has been the case with the colliers in Lan- 
cashire, and in West Yorkshire, as well as by the ironstone miners 
in the Cleveland district, 

The latest failure is, undoubtedly, one of the most significant —it 
is that of the South Yorkshire Miners’ Association, one of the most 
powerful and wealthy organisations in the kingdom, as well as 
amongst the oldest and best managed. It has a great many lodges 
in both South Yorkshire and North Derbyshire, the members num- 
bering upwards of 25,000, with property and money amounting to 
at least 50,000/. The history of this short-lived strike is really an 
instructive one, and shows the power of the employers when they 
combine for the protection of their interests. A few weeks ago

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REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Aug. 6.—There have been few, if any, weeks during the past twelve 
synths that have presented less that is worthy of remark in con- 
ra tion with mining matters. Really all that has to be said is that 
wears have been quietly moving onwards, and that the result of the 
8 tin sale was to effect some little improvement. The sole 
event that has at all interfered so far with the even tenor of our way 
has been the meetings at Tincrof t and Carn Brea, which are always, 
aud naturally, regarded with a great deal of interest, and more so 
now almost than ever. A goo. many people were sadly deluded 
about these meetings, or rather the dividends, Both were purchased 
at too liberal a figure to make ds, in Tincroft and nothing in Carn 
Brea anything but a losing speculation. , 

To anyone Who runs through West Cornwall just at present, apart 
from the peculiarities attributable to the meetings of the Conference 
now on, and which appear to be, and no doubt are, to a very large 
section of the population of absorbing interest, one of the chief things 
to engage attention 1s the number of announcements, new and old, 
of the sale of mining materials, and the quantity of such materials 
one sees either stocked or on the move. : How many of the “ bals” 
in question ever had a fair chance of life? Of course, some of them 
started without any prospects except the most distant, and so over- 
weighted that only extraordinary success could have made them 
ay, but the great majority, we take it, were fair fields of enterprise, 
and have been crushed by the water, and influences which have 
ruined many a Cornish mine—chief among these purely speculative 
dealing with the shares, utterly heedless of the future, and the ac- 
tion of the tin smelters. It is said that one firm of the latter not 
long since obtained as the reward of two or three months’ prepara- 
tions a profit of 50,0002. This would represent a loss of three times 
that amount to the mining interest of the county. The time has 
come when this must be dealt with. 

The next West Seton meeting is likely to bealivelyone. Mr. Rule 
having succeeded in obtaining the appointment of Capt. J. Thomas, 
has taken the lead in an attack upon the old management, and has 
issued a circular inviting proxies for that purpose. What his success 
will be remains to be seen, but that there will be a desperate affray 
is certain. 

Although the civil business of the Assizes both in Devon and in 
Cornwall was light, it included no less than three mining cases,

Then, the speeches at the demonstration, 
though not of a powerful cast, tended to rekindle the Union spirit, 
and during last week, the week immediately following the demon- 
stration, a number of meetings were held by the colliers, the first 
on Monday, others in the week, and some on Saturday, the Ist inst., 
at which it was determined by the Unionists that they will not 
henceforth work with non-Unionists. The pits, they declared, 
must be either worked by Unionists or by non-Unionists, as they 
are determined not to work together, they will in that way, 
they think, carry their Union points. So, woe betide the poor 
non-Unionists who apply at the pits for work; they will have 
either at once to join the Union or go with hungry bellies, It 
will be no better with members of the Union who are behind in 
their payments ; they will have at once to pay up or leave work. 
There will be no escape, as paid-up cards of membership (in addi- 
tion to the medal, which many now wear on their hats or coats) 
will be the only passport (passpit) to work. And this new regula- 
tion, it is said, will be vigorously enforced. It remains to be seen 
how this course of things will work. Some of the men, we know, 
feel it to be galling bondage. Yet, we presume, as long as this 
stringency is of a negative character, consisting only of “ We will 
not work with non-Unionists,” the law will not be able to touch 
them. Well, if it is right for masters to have Unions, it cannot be 
wrong for workmen to have them. But we feel that both masters 
and workmen may do very unwise things. Undoubtedly it was 
oppression which led workmen in the first instance to combine in 
Unions, and then, feeling the strength that they obtained by it, began 
to attempt a little oppression on their part, so that between the con- 
tention of class interests, and the deadly warfare of capital and 
labour one against the other, we get almost to a dead lock, Em- 
ployers, by pushing the matter of profit too far, sometimes oppress 
or deal inequitably with the workmen; and workmen, in pushing 
the question of wages too far, may in some cases render it impos- 
sible for proprietcrs and manufacturers to carry on business remu- 
neratively, or at suflicient profit to justify the risk of capital, and 
sO Wwe suppose we must oscillate from one condition of trade to 
another, until some sliding scale of wages of equitable medium has 
been hit upon, for adoption by masters and workmen, to put anend 
to what at present seem interminable disputes. Jlow, as a whole, 
or rather in its general results, the new (and present) Union regime 
will act, we must wait for experience to reveal. Trade remains 
much as it was at the time of our last report, although some report 
a slight improvement. 








REPORT FROM NORTIL AND SOUTIL STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aug. 6.—The manufacturers of best sheet-iron in South Stafford- 
shire have declared a reduction of 20s. per tor. Messrs. E. P. and 
W. Baldwin, of the well-known Wilden Works, whose prices vir- 
tually rule the trade, now quote as follows:—Singles, “ Severn” 
brand, 15/.: “ Wilden” B., 18/.; B.B., 19/.; B.B.B., 20/7. 103.; B. char- 
coal, 27/. 103.; and E.B charcoal, 29/. 103.; doubles, 2L to 24 w.g., 
30s. per ton extra; and trebles, 25 to 27 w.g., 603. per ton extra to 
the quoted rate. Iron from deep stamping, sheet iron pickled, 
cold-rolled and close annealed remain subject to special quotations. 
This change in prices has not appreciably affected the rates for 
otber classes of finished iron. Ordinary sheets are moderately firm, 
at 13/. to 14/. for singles. The rate for marked bars remains at 12d. 
per ton, with the usual 12s. 6. extra for Earl Dudley’s brands. 
Common bars are 10/. to 10/7. 103. Other classes of finished iron are 
quoted in the usual proportion to these two standards. The sheet 
and plate mills are in very fair operation, but, generally speaking, 
the finished-iron works of the district are not running nearly full 
time. The pig-iron trade is, on the whole, steadier; but loca! makers 
continue to complain of the competition of producers in the Cleve- 
land, Forest of Dean, Derbyshire, and other districts. The number 
of furnaces blowing in the district have been raised to 50 out of 
153 built; but it should be stated that for many years past the 
average number in operation has not exceeded 10), Cold-blast pig 
for foundry purposes is coming into this district in fair quantity 
from Shropshire and other centres of production. Hematite pig 
iron has changed hands in South Staffordshire this week at 5s. per 
ton under quarter-day’s prices. 

The South Staffordshire Coal Trade is without much alteration as 
to demand, but prices have not yet given way to any appreciable 
extent. The present output is, however, so much in excess of the 
demand that easier quotations are regarded as a certainty within 
the next few weeks. For the present the prices are on the basis of 
14s, 6d. to 19s. per ton for forge coal, according to quality. Coke is 
somewhat easier in price, and the tendency of prices for ironstone 
and limestone is not quite so firm. 

The first annual meeting of the South Staffordshire Mines Drainage 
Commisioners was held at Wolverhampton yesterday. The report 
stated that the principal points worthy of attention were those re- 
lating to professional services rendered rather than practical opera- 
tions effected. Delay had been caused by the inability of Mr. David 
Peacock and Mr. Henry Johnson to act as surveyors—the former on 
account of serious illness, the latter on account of the unexpected 
pressure of official duties; but assistant surveyors had now been 
appointed in each district, and it was hoped that in due time a 
well-considered scheme of drainage would be produced. The report 
was adopted, and a drainage rate of 1d. on every ton of minerals 
raised within the drainage area was ordered. The rate is estimated 
to produce 30,000/. Mr. G. J. Barker was re-elected chairman of 
the commissioners. 

Mr. Thos. Spencer, a gentleman well known in the South Stafford- 
shire coal and iron trades, has just been appointed manager of the 
Nant-y-Glo Ironworks in South Wales. Mr. Spencer is a gentleman 
of large experience, and his appointment is likely to give the 
greatest satisfaction. 

The adjourned inquest on the three men killed at the Granville 
Pit explosion, Lilleshall, was concluded late on Friday afternoon. Mr. Barrow, of 
Wolverhampton, attended to watch the case on behalf of the Amalgamated Asso 
ciation of Miners. There were also present Mr. Wynne, Government Inspector, 
and several of the Lilleshall Company's engineers.—James Peaceful, stoker, was 
examined. He said he saw the steam coming through the bars of the fire, and 
afterwards learnt that the boiler had exploded. He last put water in the boiler 
about a quarter before eleven, and the explosion took place at a quarter before 
twelve. He had watched the buoy continually up to the time of the explosion. 
He had no recognised time for putting water into the boiler. Sometimes the 
water was exhausted in half an hour. Shortly before the explosion he visited the 
buoy, and found the boiler did not require more water.—By a Juror: The buoy 
was in good condition when he saw it.—Witness: Had no rules to go by. He had 
never seen any printed rules in the engine-house.—By Mr. Barrow: He had had 
12 months’ experience as a stoker.—Mr. John Lloyd, engineer of the Lilleshall 
Company, said: On Friday he heard of the explosion. He went about six o'clock 
and examined the boiler. He went into the flue and examined the breach, which 
was 16% in. in extent. Hegaveinstructions that nothing was to be removed until 
Mr. Martin, the boiler inspeetor, arrived. From examination on the following day 
they found the boiler had evidently been short of water. The two plates had par- 
tially collapsed from the heat, and one plate, the whole length of the boiler, had 
sprung, which was an evidence of over-heating. Witness examined the buoy and 
found it worked truly. He could not account for the explosion in any other way 
than that the boiler was short of water. The plates got too hot to bear the pres- 
sure of 50 lbs. He produced a piece of plate from the breach to show the thickness 
of the metal. He considered one buoy sufficient. to ensue the safety of the boiler. 
and it was very rare that more were adopted. 

Mr. Wynne said he hoped to see a water gauge on every boiler.—By Mr. Bar- 
row: In some instances they had two buoys. They had water-guages in some in 
stances. Could give no reason why they had two buoys in some cases. The ex- 
ploded boiler had been worked 6% years witha single buoy. It was the stoker's 
place to see the gauge, because under tie new regulation the engine-winder was not 
allowed to leave his engine.—By Mr. Wynne: He saw no indication on the shell 
of the boiler of it being short of water.—Thomas Palin said he was a boiler-maker 
in the employ of Mr. Walker. Witness had examined the boiler, but not minutely, 
because it was too hot. He visited it about six o'clock on the day of the explosion. 
He believed the explosion was caused by the shortness of water.—Mr. Wynne said 
that on the 25th he examined the boiler inside. Helhad got inside, and found that 
the tube had collapsed, He was perfectly satisfied that it was not the fault of the 





iron itself, and he was not satisfied that it was shortness of water. He could not 
come to any conclusion about the cause of the explosion.—Mr. Martin, boiler in- 
spector for the Steam Boiler Insurance Company, attributed the explosion to the 
shortness of water. That was the only way in which he could account for it.— 
Mr. Nevill, coroner, then reviewed the evidence, and after short deliberation the 
jury returned a verdict to the effect that the unfortunate men were accidentally 
killed from the explosion of the boiler, and recommended that Mr. Wynne's sug- 
gestion of two indicators be adopted.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


Aug. 6.—The Steam Coal Trade is very quiet here at present, al- 
though all the collieries have been kept going hitherto, The demand 
for house, gas, and all other kinds of coal is limited, and although 
no great alteration has been made in quotations prices are in many 
cases a shade lower. The export and coasting trades are dull at 
present, but the home trade has improved considerably, as most of 
the local ironworks, foundries, &c., are well supplied with orders. 
The strike in the Midland Counties has caused alittle better demand 
| for coke and coal in Durham, but no improvement in prices has taken 
| place. The Northumberland mineowners have intimated to the 
| miners that they intend to make a further reduction in their rate of 
| wages, The coalowners’ committee will meet the miners’ committee 
| in a few days, when the question will be fully discussed. A reduc- 
| tion in the wages of the Durham miners will also be proposed very 
|shortly. The iron trade is very quiet, and prices have not changed 
during the past week. The price of No. 1 is 75s., No. 3 70s., No. 4 
forge 57s, 6d. net cash. Many of the furnaces damped down during 
the strike are only producing inferior iron as yet. The shipments 
of iron continue on a large scale. The finished iron trade continues 
dull, the orders for rails being on a very moderate scale, but more 
extensive orders are expected soon, The coke trade continues 
steady, with no change on late rates. 





Nortu OF ENGLAND INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL 
ENGINeers.—The annual meeting of members took place on Saturday in the Wood 
Memorial Hall, Neweastle—Mr. R. 8. Newall, vice-president, in the chair, The 
finance committee's report for the last year showed an increase in the income, as 
compared with the previousfyear, of 214/. 5s. 7d. The receipts from all sources for 
1872-3 were 1780/7. 12s. 1d.; and in 1873-4 they were 1944/. 17s. 8d. Last year the 
expenditure had been 5507, 10s. below the income. The recommendation of the 
Council that the Stephenson legaey of 2000/., invested with the Tyne Commission- 
ers, Should be withdrawn, and shares in the Coal Trade Chambers Company 
(Limited) be purchased with it had been adopted, and the committe recommended 
that a similar investment should be made of the surplus fands. The investment, 
instead of giving 414 percent. would give 6 per cent., and also it would seeure the 
building which the Institute now occupied, and which it might wholly possess in 
afew years. ‘The report was unanimously adopted. The annual report of the 
Council announced the continued prosperity of the Institute. The total number 
of members now on the register was 791, being 68 increase on the preceding year. 
The number of new members elected last year was 86, being considerably above the 
average number annually elected. In October, 1872, it was resolved that prizes of 
books not exceeding 50. in value should be awarded annually to such readers of 
papers as the Council should recommend, and in pursuance of such resolution the 
first distribution had taken place, thesum of 252. having been distributed for papers. 
Arrangements had been made last year to publish a separate volume, the sections 
of strata contained in the borings and strata-book of the late Mr. J. Watson; and 
in order to make the volume additionally valuable as a reference it had been de- 
cided that the members of the Institute should be invited to contribute such dis- 
tinct borings and sinkings as they mlght be willing to have published. In reply 
to‘ that invitation the particulars of a large number of sinkings and borings had 
been received, and many more were promised. The progress of the work had, of 
course, been slow, and it is hoped that the volume would soon be published. The 
Chairman said that Mr. Watson's borings were the data of the whole district, and 
they would be published within the next half-year. He moved the adoption of 
the report. Mr. Cochrane seconded the motion, and it was carried unanimously. 
Fight new members were elected, and a number nominated for next meeting.

O. Wood ; and ‘ Notes on the Coal Measures and Lower Carboniferous of Western 
Newfoundland,” by Mr. E. Gilpin.

The 
secretary (Mr. A. Blyth) gave a report of the superannuation department, which 
showed that nearly 40,000 members had joined, and that during the last three 
months upwards of 2000 new members had entered the other department. The 
committee, after considering the details of the plan of superannuation, decided to 
call a special delegate meeting, to be represented by delegates from all the collieries 
in the two counties, such meeting to be held in Newcastle early in September, to 
further consolidate the new department established to relieve aged miners, The 
meeting concluded with a vote of thanks to the Chairman.

The Pig-Iron Trade seems in ill fortune this year—shipments are 
decreasing, stocks are greatly diminished, and the furnaces in blast 
at this date only amount to 81, or 41 under the number at the same 
date last year, and only 4 more than the half of the furnaces built. 
| The reduction in the stocks and make more than meets the increased 
| shipments, and enables makers to keep rates well up. The price of 
| iron is thus affecting the labour question as well as the demand, 
and proving injurious to both. To put the trade on a more secure 
basis it is necessary that a broader view of the situation be taken 
by both employers and employed, or they will be subjected to pe- 
| riodical spurts, which are destructive to steady business. 
| Itis to be regretted that the hopeful improvement which it was 
| supposed last week had dawned upon the Bar Iron Trade has 


| proved 0 illusory, as makers are now finding to their cost that 
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English houses are thoroughly draining this market of orders, their 
iron being offered at 20s. to 22s, 6d. per ton under Scotch iron de- 
livered. The iron for the Dundee vessels we noticed last week has 
gone south, and, stranger still, Scotch plates have been quoted here 
last week as low as 10/., or about 5s, a ton under Scotchbars. Such 
an anomaly has been hitherto unknown in this part of the country, 
and shows how completely the Scotch malleable iron trade has be- 
come disorganised. The Customs entries show limited shipments 
of various classes of manufactured iron from the Clyde ports, inclu- 
sive of eight barges, valued at about 17,000/. and a small paddle 
steamer of over 1500/. value. The Peterhead Water Commissioners 


are inviting tenders for a few hundred tons of cast-iron pipes of 
various dimensions. 

Coalmasters are complaining of inactivity in demand, notwith- 
standing the favour they are showing good buyers, and all descrip- 
tions of steam and house coals can now be purchased on easy terms. 


The shipments of the week—from five ports no ret»yrn has been 
made—only reached 53,212 tons, against 67,276 tons in the same 
week last year, but we learn that upwards of 40 vessels have reached 
the Tail-of-the-Bank from Quebec, and as their return cargoes in- 
clude pig-iron and coals to a considerable extent, it is expected the 
fall shipments will perceptibly change the tone of both markets. 
Quotations are —Common, 83. 6d. to 10s, 6d.; household, 11s. to 
2s. 6d.; burnt coal, 133.; smithy, 18s. to 24s.; coke, 28s, to 30s. ; 
malting ditto, 263. to 28s.; gas coal, 20s, to 39s.; cannel, 26s. to 
43s.; Boghead mineral, 60s. to 76s, for Russell’s. 

As we have formerly stated, the miners are quite dissatisfied with 
the recent heavy reductions, and in several districts they have re- 
moved their “graith,” but it is not likely that any step of this kind 
will immediately better their position. What is urgently required 
at this present time is cheap labour, or mining operations will be 
seriously interfered with. Some of the most thrifty workers are 
using the small means at their disposal to expatriate themselves, 
but they ought to be warned in time of the return of numbers last 
year to their native land who could not find labour for themselves 
in those distant parts at even a reduced wage.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


August 5.—The depression in the Iron Trade still continues, and 
there is little to depend upon in prognosticating at present any im- 
provement in future, for no material change for the better can 
reasonably be expected until there has taken place most consider- 
able alterations of a reduced nature in prices. With the present 
quotations before them, manufacturers are unwilling to enter into 
business transactions; as compared with a short time ago, prices 
have gone down considerably, although even now not so low as 
those of foreign manufacturers; 9/. per ton is the minimum that 
Welsh ironmasters can agree to as a contract price for rails, although 
Belgian makers are competing in the district by accepting contracts 
at 8/, per ton, preferring, as they do, to lose money rather than not 
keep their works going. Of course this shutting out of all return 
upon invested capital is a temporary arrangement in the hope that 
matters will soon mend, and it is not unreasonable that the Welsh 
makers should make a stand in conformity with such a —_— No 
other course would seem open to them but the reduction of manu- 
facturing expenses. Besides, it is not all of the manufacturers of 
the district that can obtain large quantities of coal at prices they 
would be induced'‘to offer as remunerative ones to themselves, anda 
reduction in that part of the expenditure consequently ensues, and 
the rule has been with regard to wages to make a gradual reduction 
instead of a heavy one at once. This month a second reduction is 
announced, and a similar one may be expected shortly. To resist 
these reductions would appear hopeless on the part of the men, but 
it is with very great reluctance that many of them refrain from re- 
sisting. It is, perhaps, as well that they do not doso. The indi- 
cation of an impending strike does not seem to be at all altered in 
their aspects, for at» meeting of ironworkers’ delegates, held at 
Newport, on Monday, the following resolution was passed :—‘ That 
taking into consideration the present depressed state of trade the 
men reluctantly agree to accept the notice of reduction given on 
July 15, but if another reduction be attempted the men are deter- 
mined to resist it.” Further strife, therefore, seems to be imminent. 
The steel trade is suffering with the iron trade, the steel ironworks 
being only partially in work. A very inactive state of things still 
exists in the tin-plate trade, and there seems no prospect of im- 
provement at present. There is still a very fair demand in the coal 
trade, the pits being in full work, but a notice of a reduction of 
10 per cent. has been posted up, which may possibly be resisted. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


August 6.—The collieries in North Derbyshire are once more in 
full operation, and the men who have been on strike, having received 
the Union pay for the time they were out, seem quite contented to 
let matters rest as they are. With the higher wages they have 
made during the last two years at least numbers of them were 
unable to remain out without being in difficulties and getting into 
debt wherever they could. Business at the pits, however, has now 
recovered something like its former appearance, and an increased 
tonnage of coal is being sent to London, although the strike in no 
way affected the trade there, for prices are now lower than they 
were a month ago. The works and pits of the Staveley Company 
are again in full operation, as are the Sheepbridge and all the others 
in the district. There is very little notice taken of the 24 per cent. 
that is to be left to arbitration, the miners generally considering 
that it might as well be given against them at once without} going 
to the expense of arbitration, as they know that will be the end of 
it. The collieries in both North and South Derbyshire it may be 
said are increasing in number, whilst the trade is not increasing in 
anything like the same proportion, so that there is very little doubt 
but what prices must come down considerably, and wages as a ne- 
cessary consequence ; in fact, it is evident that before very long such 
has been the increase in the production of coal that in very few dis- 
tricts indeed will there be full work for the miners. The iron trade 
is without alteration in any branch, and is far better altogether. 

Sheffield has been very busy indeed during the week, owing to 
the annual exhibition of the Yorkshire Agricultural Society being 
held this year within a short distance of the town. Several of the 
manufacturers came out in great strength in their various speciali- 
ties. Messrs, Spear and Jackson, well known for their steel spades, 
shovels, and forks, have a fine display. There were several stands 
of machines of a varied character. Messrs. Crawley and Co., of the 
Kelham Works, the greatest firm we have connected with malleable 
iron, had several specialities. Their patent lawn mower (Edwards's), 
which won the gold medal at Birmingham last month, was shown 
to advantage. Although only recently brought out it has been in 
the highest degree sueeessful, having many advantages not enjoyed 


by others. It is, indeed, the lawn mower par excellence, alike as to 
appearance, mode of working, and cheapness. The safety lever 
chaff cutter o Edwards’s maintained the position it has occupied 
during the season so far, for it is undoubtedly the safest we have, 
for it is scarcely possible for an accident to take place to those in 
charge of it. It can be stopped in an instant by the man feeding 
it if both his hands are fast in the feed rol ers. Sheffield manufac- 
turers, it may be said, appear to very great advantage in the exhi- 
bition, although our manufacturers do not go in for large machinery, 
such as is exhibited by Fowler and Co., of Leeds,andothers. There 
is no change with regard to the general trade of the town, some of 
the light branches in particular being very quiet. The Bessemer 
works continue to be well employed, and the manufacture of plates 
is steady. With a few exceptions all the collieries are at work. 








A WEEK AT THE WELSIT MINES AND IRONWORKS. 


To those philosophers who regard a mine as a hideous scar, and a 
blast-furnace as a foul excrescence on the face of Nature, the county 
of Glamorgan presents at the first glance a delusive appearance of 
smiling serenity. As the train whirls southwards from Gloucester 
by the Seven bank no indications of Vulcanian labours become ap- 
parent, At Lydney, indeed, a little smoke curls up gracefully be- 
hinds the trees, and a wilderness of trucks intervene between the 
main line and the water at Newport. The muddiness of the stream 
indicates industrial prosperity, but even when Cardiff, after New- 
castle the coaliest of cities, is reached no dust-laden atmosphere 
assails the traveller. UnlikeSheffield, the Black Country, and pecu- 
liarly unlovely cities of Lancashire, South Wales rejoices in a deli- 
cious climate. The air is pure, and the “lift” high, the bright blue 
dome being just relieved from monotony by a few light fleecy 
clouds, and a scorching sun is balanced by a cool breeze. The des- 
potism of Sol is tempered by the cutting winds of Holus. Under 
these circumstances the most prosy and practical of all possible loca- 
lities would appear interesting. Now, Cardiff, albeit in the worthiest 
sense practical, is by no means prosy. Situate on a plain between 
the knot of mountains, topped by the Brecknock beacon and the 
broad waters of the Bristol Channel, the great coal port presents the 
curious spectacle of a town, old enough in all conscience, owing 
nothing to antiquity, but all to the century of the straight line. 
Cardiff may emphatically be called a port of the nineteenth century. 
In 1801 it had a castle, traditions about Welsh princes, other posses- 
sions of like value, and 1000 inhabitants, since when the population 
has advanced to 70,000, and the wealth of the city has incalenlably in- 
creased. This rate of progress, albeit inferior to that achieved in those 
American cities which far excel the Old World in commerce and con- 
flagrations, is still sufficiently respectable to excite the admiration of 
the entire Principality. Owing its existence entirely to the mining 
interest, Cardiff has put on its cheeriest aspect at the advent of the 
North of England and the Mechanical Engineers. The hotel keepers 
are beaming with smiles, their houses are full, and they take a 
fiendish pleasure in comparing notes as to the number of houseless 
creatures they have driven from the hospitable doors during the day. 
They are for once masters of the?situation, for the Engineers have 
come from the North in great force, and every available corner in 
Cardiff has long been secured. It is well that the trial of finding 
themselves houseless wanderers has fallen on no weaker brethren 
than the Engineers. Those bred up to professionsin which they are 
apt to become “coddled” would be disconcerted at being pitch- 
forked into a Welsh town one hot day, without a chance of bed or 
board; but engineers, and more especially if they hail from the North, 
are a vigorous race, capable of “fending” themselves and of per- 
forming that most heroic of all feats—the carrying of their own 
portmanteaus. They do not mind trifles of this kind, and love to 
overcome obstacles as if they were engaged in a perpetual duel with 
nature and fate. 

On Tuesday, at the invitation of the South Wales Institute of En- 
gineers, and of the iron and coal masters of the district, the Institu- 
tion of Mechanical Engineers and the North of England Institute of 
Mining Engineers commenced a visit—extending over the entire 
week—to Cardiff, Swansea, Newport, and the mines and ironworks 
of the vicinity. The time was chiefly passed in reading and discuss- 
ing papers on important scientific and industrial questions, in view- 
ing recent improvements in the working and ventilation of collieries, 
and in testing the practical application of old and new theories to 
the manufacture of iron and steel. The recent growth of these great 
industries is extraordinary. Between 1839 and 1855 the coal pro- 
duction of England was doubled, and between the latter year and 
1872 doubled again; this country now producing 48°96 per cent. of 
the coal raised throughout the entire world. Of the enormous quan- 
tity—exceeding 120,000,000 tons—now annually raised in Britain, 
fully one-third is consumed in the manufacture of iron. To the de- 
mand for this indispensable metal, combined with the consumption 
of fuel on railways, on steamboats, and in factories, the increased 
supply of coal is really due; the fact being now well recognised that 
only one-seventh of the immense total is used for domestic purposes, 
and only one-tenth exported to foreign countries. When Dud Dudley 
(under the protection of King James I.) built his new furnace at 
Hascobridge, for the purpose of reducing iron ore with pit coal, he 
could hardly have foreseen the revolution that his method was to ulti- 
mately bring about in the wealth and importance of England, Like 
many other benefactors of the human race, Dud Dudley did not origi- 
nate the idea that he put into practice. One Simon Sturtevant, Esq., 
and other gentlemen, appalled by the wholesale consumption of 
wood in the ironworks of the day, had attempted, but failed, to solve 
the problem of making iron with “ pit cole and sea cole.” 

Under Roya! protection Dudley was successful in making good iron, 
but rival ironmasters at once began to persecute him. Commencing 
mildly, they complained to King James that Dudley’s iron was not 
merchantable—a plea overturned by the examination of samples, 
which were tried in London, and found excellent. Stronger mea- 
sures were now put in force against the unhappy inventor. He was 
—in Sheffield English—simply “ rattened,” and put down by a com- 
bination of old-fashioned masters and men, who preferred to stand 
by good old approved systems, and to smelt their iron with char- 
coal, after the manner of their forefathers. Lawsuits having failed 
to crush the intrepid pioneer, rioting was tried, with greater suc- 
cess ; his huge bellows were cut to pieces, his works laid waste, and 
Dud Dudley brought to ruin. Thanks to this vigorous policy of re- 
pression, the development of the iron trade was retarded by a cen- 
tury, and it was not until the rapid diminution of English forests 
aroused anew a feeling of disquietude that recourse was had to the 
system introduced by the father of the iron trade. Dud Dudley dead 
and forgotten, his method was re-invented, and at a most opportune 
period, for in 1740 only 59 blast-furnaces existed in England, and 
the total annual produce of iron was 17,350 tons, or rather less than 
was made during the past year in a single day. 

Among the centres of this great industry South Wales takes a high 
rank. Producing between 10,000,000 and 11,000,000 tons of coal 
yearly, the Principality adds above 1,000,000 tons of pig-iron to the 
national stock—more than one-seventh of the total product—an 
achievement unequalled by any other district, save only the North 
Riding of Yorkshire and the kingdom of Scotland. Like some other 
British mining districts, South Wales owes its wealth not more to 
| the happy juxtaposition of seams of ironstone and coal than to the 

propinquity of the sea. Twenty years ago the now famous anthra- 
cite, or smokeless, coal was comparatively little known. A single 
line of railway sufficed to convey the product of the Rhondda Valley, 
and the entire exports from Cardiff only reached one-fourth of their 
present amount—4,000,000 tons. This large quantity of a peculiar 
fuel, now considered indispensable to steamships, is distributed over 
|the whole of the habitable globe. France, the British colonies,

| largest customers, but Turkey, Germany, China, Austria, Russia, 
and Greece draw heavily on the smokeless coal of Cardiff. In this
